EUREKA, Cal., Nov. 12.—Jorgen 
M. Greve, first officer of the lum­ 
ber schooner Brooklyn, which sank 
off Humbolt Bay Saturday with all 
hands, lived today to tell how he 
drifted more than 70 hours on a 
bit of wreckage in a gale-maddened 
sea. 


He W'as rescued yesterda y by the 
crew of the fishing boat Tw'o Sis­ 
ters five miles from shore slightly 
north of the place where the Brook­ 
lyn sank. Greve was clinging grimly 
to wreckage and life, semi-consci­ 
ous,, bleeding from numerous cuts 
inflicted by the constant battering 
of angry sea s and with his clothes 
in tatters. He was rushed to a hos­ 
pital 
where 
physicians 
said 
he 
W'ould live. He is the only know'n 
survivor of the crew of 18. 


Last night he revived sufficiently 
to tell a graphic story of the dis­ 
aster and the agonizing hours that 
followed. He told of the mountain­ 
ous waves striking the bow of the 
little 
schooner, 
making 
it 
impos­ 
sible to steer. Something must have 
happened to the engine, then, he 
said. He related how the cook, a 
slew'ard, a fireman and the engineer 
launched the one remaining lifeboat 
but couldn’t move it because of the 
water shipped. 
The pilot house, then the super­ 
structure W'as torn aw’ay as gigantic 
seas sw’amped the vessel, he said. 
“ The 
nex t 
time 
the 
Brooklyn 
turned over, he came keel up,” he 
said. ‘‘The men clipped the side and 
caught hold of the keel. I saw’ the 
skipper (Captain T. J. Tufvesson) 
in the water and some of the men 
alongside 
of 
him. 
They 
looked 
glftMy eyed.” 
A W'ave struck the hull, sweeping 
Oreve and his mates into the W'ater. 
Greve’s three days adrift, without 
food or water, began w'hen he sw'am 
to a 'piece of bulkhead torn from 
the Brooklyn. 
*‘I sw'am as far as I could from 
the wrecka ge,” he said. “ Later I 
found 
a 
idece 
of 
bulkhead, 
four 
feet w'ide and eight feet long w'ith a 
beam six by six inches 
standing 
out tw'o feet on each side. Then I 
took in two pieces of one by four 
inch plank. I used them for pad­ 
dles.” 
He said he w’as carried opposite 
Trinity Head, 
20 miles from the 
scene of the wreck, Saturday night. 
He could see the lights flickering 
and “ yelled until I thought ray lungs 
would burst, but no one seemed to 
hear me.” 
Sunday at daybreak he was op­ 
posite the old whaling station at 
Trinity 
and 
summoned 
all 
his 
strength to paddle to shore only 
to be fought back by currents. 
Waves piled over him, throw'ing 
him against the w’reckage, break­ 
ing his skin and tearing his clothes. 
“ I don’t remember much else,” he 
finished, ex hausted. 
Meanw'hile in San Francisco, his 
w’ife, Mrs. Louise Greve, had refus­ 
ed to relinquish the idea that “ the 
sea ca n’t kill him.” Twice before, 
she said, the sea s had him and his 
boat in its grip, but he came away 
alive.

Sedalia w’ill celebrate its seventy- 
third 
birthday 
on 
November 
30. 
The Sedalia of today and the Se­ 
dalia of an 
earlier day 
make a 
very interesting comparison. 
The first plat for the town of 
Sedville, w’hich was so named in 
honor of the late Sarah E. Cotton, 
Sedalia’s benefactress and daughter 
of the founder, General George R, 
Smith, was filed November 30, 1857. 
With the city’s presmit physical 
appearance it is difficult to imag­ 
ine that little less than three quar­ 
ters of a century ago, the ground on 
which it is now located was all 
virgin 
prairie land 
minus 
houses 
or trees. 
The original plat for the 
town Included only 
160 acres of 
land, while the present site cov­ 
ers seven square miles in the most 
progressive community of Central 
Missouri. 
Sedalia today has with­ 
in its corporate limits 22,000 people 
W’hile the city of that time had only 
three homes and a population of 
possibly 15 or 20 persons. 
The three homes w’hich were In 
Sedalia at that time w’ere those 
of Gen. George R. Smith, who lived 
in a residence on the corner of

Another method of the protection 
of roses a nd sma ll trees is to re­ 
move the soil for five or six Inches 
on one side of the principa l stem 
of the pla nt. 
And then gra dua lly 
pull the pla nt over until you ca n 
bury the top, under the soil hilled 
up like in Flower Ta lk No. 320. And 
then lea ve it there a ll winter. 
If 
this is done w’ith roses, a nd pa r­ 
ticula rly the tree rose, a ll lea ves 
must be removed ]^fore they a re 
covered to prevent lungus disea se. 
This method is used in the extreme 
northern sta tes a nd Ca na da with 
fruit trees, pa rticula rly with pea ch­ 
es.
